original revisers, and last winter the Leg­ 
islature passed a law increasing the Durn 
ber to five, and Hon. IL 8. Orton and J. H. 
Carpenter, Esq., were added, but having 
special work to do, they have not liken an 
important part in the main structure of 
the 
revision. 
The 
Supreme 
Court, which appointed the Board under 
the act of ’To, fixed the pay of the revisers 
at $15 per day, and also allowed $5 per day 
each to two clerk;. 
Already some $10,000 
have been paid the revisers, and the sum 
necessary to complete the revision, in ­ 
cluding printing and clerk hire, Is placed 
at $22,000. 
It is not definitely settled as 


to the cumber of copies of the statutes 
that will be printed. Estimates have ranged 
all the way 
from seven 
thousand to 
twenty thousand, and the cost of printing 
has been plac ed as high a- $1 per copy and 
as low as $3. 
The last previous revitiion of the statutes 
of the State was made in 1858, when

Since then nineteen regular ses­ 
sions of the Legisialu; w have been held and 
the immense amount of legislation done in 
that time, has so modulated the statutes of 
’58 that they are ol little worth. 
A carefu* 
examination of the vast number of general 
laws enacted in this State during the past 
twenty years will convince any ordinary 
observed that i c are annually inflicted 
with over-legislation. 
Yearly these laws 
are ground out by the hundreds, until a- 
last the statutes have been so cut up by re­ 


peals and am ndmcuts that,in the language 
o f t prominent lawyer, “to understand the 
statute law of the State with any degree of 
correctness, is almost impossible.” Just see 
what tne Legislature has done in this di­ 
rection. 
From 1853 to 1870, both years 
inclusive, there were 3,543 general laws 
passed. 
O f this number 50G were amend­ 
ments to the revised statutes; 173 were 
acts to repeal general laws ; and 475 were 
acts to amend the revised statutes. During 
these twelve years there were 5,543 local 
laws passed, and 
nearly a thousand of 
them were repealing or amendatory aits. 
The legislation since 1870 19 proportionate

This condition of things 
naturally gives rise lo the question *Van- 
not something be done to check this over- 
legislation ?” 
W hether we can hope for a 
radical reform in ibis matter seems doubt, 
ful, but all will admit that something should 
be done which should be done which will 
give some permanence to the statute la w 
of the State.

How Louisiana Seceded. 
Gen. Dick Taylor Confederate in North Amerl 
can Review. 


In January, 1801, the Assembly of Lou­ 
isiana met. 
A member of the upper 
branch and Chairman of its Committee on 
Federal Relations, I brought lo and as­ 
sisted in passing, an act to call a conven­ 
tion of the people of the State to consider 
matters beyond the competency of the As­ 
sembly, 
The convention met in March, 
and was presided over by ex-Governor 
and cx-United States Senator Alexandre 
Mouton, a man of pure aud lofty charac­ 
ter. 
I sat in the Convention for my own 
parish, St. 
Charles, and was appointed 
Chairman of the Military and 
Defense 
Committee. 
Ou behalf of the com m ittee 
two ordinances were carried through, one 
to raise two regiments, one of artillery, and 
one of infantry, eullstments for five years, 
unless sooner discharged, officers appoint­ 
ed by the Governor of the Slate after ex­ 
amination.

General Grant was elected, and this was 
taken as a condemnation of the Democratic 
V iew ol the case, and General Grant was 
hardly warm in his seat (being inaugurat­ 
ed March 4 .1SG5) when, on the 18th of 
the same month, he approved the “act to 
improve the public credit,” which reads as 
follows:

The above may be re­ 
garded as a declaratory statute settling all 
questions or quibbles in regard to the 
means of payment, and was the first blood 
drawn in Uvor of the bondholder. 
Following close upon the passage of the 
above recited act, Congress in July, 1870, 
passed the lundiog act, authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury tooflernew bonds 
bearing I —4l X and 5 per cent. interest in 
exchange for outstanding bonds, and this 
act especially provides that these newly 
issued bonds shall be payable ia coin of the 
United States at the (1870) standard value 
the weight and fineness of both gold anc 
silver having been fixed by law.

“ This bond is issued in accord 
acce with the provisions of an act of Con­ 
gress entitled an act to authorize the re- 
finding of the National Debt, approved 
July 14,1870 and ammended by an act ap­ 
proved January ‘JO, 1871, aud is redeema­ 
ble at the pleasure of the United States 
after the 1st day of September, 1891 in 
com of the stm uard of value of the Unit 
cd States on said July 14,1870 with litter 
est in such coin from the day and date 
hereof.” 
These two acts taken together constitute 
the contract with every condition of the 
Nation and the money fixed by them is 
honest money because it is the money of 
the contract. 
The cred ito r of the Nation must have 
every dollar “ nominated in the bond and 
ii in the National appreciation of our cred­ 
it they get the 50 per cent, difference be­ 
tween m e depreciated .paper money in 
which they paid for their bonds and the 
coin w’hicn we have so generously agreed 
lo pay mein, let them have it, but do not 
mould aud shape all the legislation of the 
country in the m erest of capital to the 
detriment and expense of the toiling m il­ 
lions. 
It may be said that England aud 
Germany have adopted the single gold 
standard except for change and therefore 
we must do the same thing,but an answer is 
that Government in a monarchy is a different 
thing from Government in a Kepublic. 
In 
the one it means the absorbtion of Individ­ 
ual aud private rights. 
In the other it 
means their protection. We must take care 
ot ourselves regardless of everybody else. 
An aristocracy in money may do for them 
but gold for the bondholder, aud silver and 
paper for the people will not do for us. and 
the public man who undertakes to accom­ 
plish this will soon find written upon his 
political tombstone as au appropriate epi­ 
taph, “Vied of and in the Golden Aye."

THE QUESTION OE FINANCE. 


To the Editor. 
The ail absorbing question of the day is 
finance. 
Indeed there is no other in which 
the people take much interest. 
The squab* 
blee for (Alce amoug professional politi­ 
cians hardly elicit a moment’s considera­ 
tion. 
But there are so many strange and 
vague statements being made in reference 
to the obligation of the Nation to lls cred­ 
itors that a brief and correct review may 
not be 
uninteresting to your readers. 
Almost from the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion down to 1802 coin was the only money 
known to the laws, but the silver dol­ 
lar was the unit and standard, gold be­ 
ing estimated by lls relative value to sil­ 
ver. 
When the civil war broke out, in the 
first flush o! excitement, men and money 
were iu great abundance offered to the 
Government, in the vain hope that the 
struggle w ould be short and the Kebelilon 
put down, but in this the Nation was dis­ 
appointed, and it soon became evident that 
O her ways and means must be resorted lo, 
to meet the constantly increasing wants of 
the ensue At first the issue of treasury 
notes whs resorted to, but this mode was 
soon exhausted and some other means 
must be employed to obtain money to car­ 
ry on the w’ar.

Stevens, a bold and latreped leader of the 
House, early iu 1802, proposed that treas­ 
ury notes < greenbacks,) henceforth issued 
should be a legal tender, not only in all 
payments to the Government, but rn the 
payment ut all debts by and to individuals 
and corpl >raticns. and that no more than 
$130,000,000 including the $"»0,0O0,000 al­ 
ready iu circulation, should soon be issued 
and that these notes should be laudable at 
the pleasure of the 
holder into 5-20 
bonds 
bearing 
six 
per 
cent, inter­ 
est. 
Tuis bill Congress so amended as to 
make the interest of these bonds payable in 
coin. 
Ib is was no part of Mr. Stevens’ 
plan, and which so much displeased him 
that although he adv<- jaicd the legal ten 
der feature he voted against the dual pas­ 
sage of the bill. 
But the bill passed into a 
law. 
Hitherto, only gold aud silver coin 
was recognized as money, but now a new 
and third element is introduced, clothed 
with the highest function (legal tender) 
known to money. 
Previously the Government la making 
appropriations, or promises to pay, named 
so many dolors, nothing bring said about 
the kind, as coin only was known as m on- 
•y. 
But this new aod third element being 
introduced henceforth it become necessary 
t i specify the kind of legal tender in 
which a contract must be paid, else it 
might be liquidated m coin or green­ 
backs. 
Hence wTe find in all acts of Congress 
thereafter providing for the issue of bonds 
or other evidences of debt, provision 
made as lo how and in what the same must 
be paid. 
The first act providing for the lesue of 
bonds was approved late, 1861, the last, 
March Sd, 1805 
All these acts except the last, (several in 
number) provided that the interest should 
be payable in coin, but moat of them were 
silent as to the payment of the principal 
The act of Marco iii, 180J, for $003,000,- 
000 made the bonds payable principal and 
interest in coin or other lawlul money, 
(greenbacks), but in no act is anything said 
apout gold alone. 
Now how doc.3 the m atter stand ? 
The 
Government ha9 issued this paper money, 
and made it m the fired instance a full le­ 
gal tender lor all debts, public and private, 
but afterwards excluded it in payment of 
duties on imports, and the interest on 
bonds. 
The limned late effect of this latter 
action bi mg a gloat depreciation of all pa 
per promises to pay—“ the average depre 
elation not being less than 50 per cent. 
And right here I might H9 well notice 
the gist oi ail this clam or,41 that we m u9t 
be 'just to the creato rs of tho nation, es 
pectaliy Foreigners.”

This was the view taken by Thaddeus 
Stevens who had so strongly resisted the 
proposition to pay even the interest rn coin, 
nod other prominent Republicans coincid­ 
ed with him in thi* respect.

tion thus raised in Congress and among the 
people, entered, as all will remember, into 
the Presidential contest of 18Gb. The R e­ 
publican Convention convened, and noun 
nated General Grant as its candidate for 
President, and.passed resolutions vaguely, 
but strongly squinting in favor of evincing 
the utmost good tenth towards the public
